The common
laborera will got a dollar or two per day for
the next year or two and rations whilst em-
loyed on tho Road. The real estate of ‘he
and owner will riee in value, and the market
for every thing made in the County will be sud-
donly improved. and permanently kept up.
Renl prosperty will visit this whole seotion of
country.

We bave frequently urged the view that the
parts of the county remote from the City are
maore interested, and will be really more bene-
fited iv baving the Air-Line Road pass through
this place, than to bave it pass through their
own immediate section, for the simple and ob-
vious reasom that tho City of Greenville will
become a large and populous place, a first rate
market in which to sell produce and to buy
supplies far cheaper than they ean vow be
bought, as cheap in fact as they are now ob-
tained in Augusta, Greenville will be nearer
New York, by a long distance, than Augusts,
and thirty miles nearer Atlanta. There ia no
reason to prevent the County of Greenville and
surrounding communities haviog here one of
the best markets in the South, to gell and to buy
in. Cotton isoften sent from Columbia by
railroad to New York, and Greenville will be
about ns near to New York as Columbhia, If

that there will be a general agreement io the
poliey to be purswed. It is not to be either
a Demoeratie or Republican meeting, Lut a
meeting of all who desire to reform the
State Government, and to repeal rome op-
prossive laws that are especially ealeulated
to destroy the poorer elasses and to binder
immigration. There are provisions in the
Code that are exceedingly outrageovs,
and the whole thing should be repesled,
and only a few simple enngtments to com
ply with the Constitution, substituted in its
place. The Tomestend Law needs perfect-
ing by some fiiendly hand. The mosl ma
terial alterations of the old laws of Svuth
Carvlina, has beea made, it would scem,
merely in the interest of lawyers, spcenla
tors and sharpers. It was a maller of re-
joicing that imprisonment for debt was
abolished by the new Constitution, but the
Code restores it in an aggravated form af.
ter judgment 1s oltained. No poor man
with a fumily can live who has the misfor-
tune to have judgment go againet him for
debt; he may be arrested for.contempt of
court sud kept in jail his lite time if s
bhealth holds ont, unless he eatisfics his
creditors by giving up every cent of his
money and provisions for his fanily, and
every little sum owing to him upon which
his family might otherwise eublasist, and
this, too, whether he makes a frandulent
use of his means to avoid paying his debts,
or honestly applies all he can spare from a
bare sufliciency for nctual subsistence. The
pew law of the State 18 far worse than the
o!d insolvent lawe under which an unfor-
tunate debtor might discharge himsell of
all sueing eredilors when arrested, by ca sa.,
by making an assignment of his property
and mears ohee for all. But now. Lawyer
Coumx has fined it g0 that a-debtor, muah.
involved, tever can be discharged from
sueing ereditors, but will be liable all his
life to imprisonment in the jail, unless he
surrenders, whenever called on, every five
cents of Lis money, every debt, great or
emall, and every peck of meal and piece of
meat, to hia ereditor, To be eure, Mr, Cor-
nix does exempt two months wages only, if
two months wagea happen to be due
when the debtor 18 proceeded against. Un-
der such Iawe, il permanent, we need ex-
peet no immigration into this State of la-
horers from Europe or elsewhare, who ex-
pect to sopport their families; and every
man not having & hom :stead thatisin debt,
will try and get away, unlees tied to the
State in & peeuliar mappoer. Even the
Homestead Law is o defective, that unlike
that of Georgia and other Siates, families
will have no encouragement Lo make per-
manent improvemants on it. .

We hope therefora that the State Con-
vention will look into all these abuses of
Jegislation and so develop them to the vo~
derstandings of the people that they may be
repealed or modified, so as to relieve the
unfortunate majority of the population of
the State from liability to oppression, The
exclusion of the poor man from the benefit
of the Supreme Court of the Btate has been
poticed heretofore,

We bope there will be a good meeling of
the people of this County next sale day, to
eonsider these and varions other abuses of
the State government, high taxes, &e, and
that the meetiog may be attended by all
classes, of all parties and colors, that want
to see right and justice prevail in the land.

What say the active movers of the Co-
